Hit-and-run victim Shaun Whiter teils of his 
trauma before judge jaiis ‘despicabie’ driver

A MAN who lost both legs 
in a horror crash near New¬ 
market still suffers from 
nightmares and flashbacks, a 
court was told. 

But Shaun Whiter told 
Cambridge Crown Court he 
was determined to look to 
the future. 

His victim impact state¬ 
ment was read out before hit- 
and-run driver Jan Adame c 
was jailed for 40 months on 
two counts of causing se¬ 
rious injury by dangerous 
driving. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth 
described Adamec as des¬ 
picable and added that his 
actions were “callous in the 
extreme”. 

Adamec was driving at well 
above the 60mph speed limit 
when his car crashed into Mr 


Whiter and his friend Joey 
Abbs while they were chang¬ 
ing a tyre in Dullingham 
Road, near Newmarket, on 
July 1. 

The court heard that Mr 
Abbs had called Mr Whiter 
for help in changing a tyre. 

The hazard lights on both 
cars were on and the pair 
were both wearing high-vis 
jackets and wielding torches 
as Adamec approached from 
behind at high speed. 

Prosecutor Martin Mul- 
grew told the court that wit¬ 
nesses described seeing Ad- 
amec’s Ford Focus “veering 
a number of times over the 
road”, almost colliding with 
another vehicle as it over¬ 
took at speed. 

Adamec collided with Mr 
Whiter’s car and after pin¬ 
ning Mr Abbs and Mr Whiter 
against Mr Whiter’s BMW, he 
fled the scene, leaving them 


both bleeding in the road 
and fearing for their lives. 

It was only after Mr Abbs, 
31, managed to reach his mo - 
bile phone and call an am¬ 
bulance that they received 
urgent medical treatment. 

By then Mr Whiter, 27, 
had lost four pints of blood 
and had to have both of his 
legs amputated in Adden- 
brooke’s. 

In the victim impact state¬ 
ment, Mr Whiter, who was a 
centre-midfielder for New¬ 
market Town, said: “I cannot 
understand why Mr Adamec 
did not stop to help me, or 
have the moral decency to 
call the emergency services.” 

Mr Whiter said that 
throughout the ordeal, he 
had remained conscious at 
the scene and watched Ad¬ 
amec reverse away and drive 
off. 

He now suffers nightmares

and flashbacks, regularly 
waking up with night sweats. 

Mr Whiter also told of the 
physical and emotional toil 
of his ongoing recovery, and 
spoke of the moment he was 
told of his double amputa¬ 
tion. 

He said: “I knew something 
was wrong and not right with 
my body When the doctor 
left the room I broke down in 
tears.” 

However, Mr Whiter, who 
lived in Burrough Green, said 
he would now be looking to 
the future and his marriage 
to flancee Charlotte next 
year. 

“My main aim is to be able 
to walk down the aisle during 
the wedding,” he said. 




Mr Abbs said he would 
“never come to terms” with 
what had happened. 

He said: “Who would do 
this and not stop to help, 
who would leave us to die? 

“Shaun’s injury was 
through helping me. There 
are times when it’s all too 
much and I just cry” 
Following the incident, 
a major police appeal was 
launched, with descriptions 


of Adamec’s vehicle shared 
widely on social media. 

When a neighbour report¬ 
ed seeing a similar vehicle 
parked on the street, police 
attended Adamec’s home. 

When he saw police com¬ 
ing, Adamec attempted to 
climb out of a ground floor 
window.

Fifty-two per cent of peo¬ 
ple also supported a mayor, 
and 58 per cent supported 
the councils in Suffolk and 
Norfolk coming together as a 
combined authority. 

From those asked, with 
6,080 responses coming from 
a phone survey by Ipsos- 
Mori, job creation and young 
people “earning or learning” 
were top priorities for invest¬ 
ment by the authority. 

TVndy Wood, independ¬ 
ent chair of the East TVnglia 
Devolution Eeaders Group, 
said: “Devolution is about 


improving people’s lives and 
the places they live. It’s great 
that those responding to the 
consultation recognise that 
and support more decisions 
being t^en locally. Thank 
you to everyone who took the 
time to respond. 

“Eeaders are committed 
to building on aU the suc¬ 
cess and positives of the two 
counties to make Norfolk and 
Suffolk as successful as possi¬ 
ble for the future.” 

The responses will now be 
reported to the Secretary of 
State. However, devolution 
will only progress if all the lo¬ 
cal councils and the local en¬ 
terprise partnerships endorse 
the proposed deal in June.

arrest, he told police he had 
hit a deer, and denied all al¬ 
legations put to him. 

After accessing his mo¬ 
bile phone, police retrieved 
messages from Adamec to 
his girlfriend, saying he was 
coming to visit her. 

His route would take him 
directly past where the inci¬ 
dent happened. 

His solicitor Asma Khan 
told the court Adamec was 
deeply sorry for his actions, 
and “shows a high level of 
remorse”, prompting the 
judge to interrupt, saying 
“well he didn’t on the day”. 

In a pre-prepared state¬ 
ment read to the court by 
Ms Khan, Adamec said his 
behaviour was “totally un¬ 
acceptable”. 

“Not a day passes when I 
don’t think of the pain of the 
two gentlemen hurt, their 
pain will stay with me for¬ 
ever,” he said. 

“Not a day when I can 
sleep without thinking 
about those gentlemen.” 

But Judge Haworth de¬ 
scribed Adamec as “despic¬ 
able” and “callous in the ex¬ 
treme”. 

He said: “You did abso-

lutely nothing to assist the 
injured men, and you left 
them to the mercy of wheth¬ 
er they were capable of call¬ 
ing an ambulance, or the 
chance of another vehicle 
coming along. 

“You weren’t to know 
whether that happened or 
not.” 

Adamec’s 40-month sen¬ 
tence was based on the 
maximum of five years al¬ 
lowed by law, with a third 
discounted for Adamec’s 
eventual guilty plea. 

On his release, he will also 
be banned from driving for

five years. 

Speaking after the sen¬ 
tencing, Pc James Thorne, 
from the Bedfordshire, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Hertford¬ 
shire Roads Policing Unit, 
said: “Adamec showed a 
complete disregard for other 
road users and acted in a 
cowardly manner when he 
decided to leave Shaun and 
Joey by the roadside, who 
were in need of urgent medi¬ 
cal care. 

“This sentence should 
serve as a deterrent to those 
persons who treat the roads 
like a playground.”

Cinema project 
gaining support 


SUPPORT for a cinema in 
Newmarket is growing after 
the town council pledged to 
back the initiative and put to¬ 
gether a working group to get 
the idea off the ground.

I am 
under the impression that 
what this town wants is a 
proper cinema, not a screen¬ 
ing downstairs [in the Memo¬ 
rial Hall].” 

A cinema group already ex¬ 
ists in Newmarket in the form 
of Newmarket Community 
Cinema which shows a film

once a month on a Sunday 
and Monday in The Stable 
on the High Street. However, 
they said they would be “de¬ 
lighted” to see a “proper” cin¬ 
ema take off in the town. 

Cllrs heard that the build¬ 
ing housing clubs Heaven 
and Innocence was consid¬ 
ered for a cinema, but only a 
short lease would be offered 
by the owners which would 
not be enough time to recoup 
the significant investment 
needed. 

Other sites have also been 
highlighted - but everything 
is under wraps to avoid jeop¬ 
ardising the project. 

And Mr Rippington said he 
had now been in contact with 
Forest Heath District Council 
to gather its support for the 
project too. 

Newmarket Town Council 
decided to write to the dis¬ 
trict and county councils to 
show its support for a cin¬ 


ema. 

Cllr Lance Stanbury, For¬ 
est Heath cabinet member 
for planning and growth, 
said: “There is no lack of will 
or ambition for a cinema in 
Newmarket. 

“The people of Newmarket 
would like to see a mixed use 
range of quality leisure and 
entertainment in the town 
and that should include res¬ 
taurants and a cinema. 

“The council is open to of¬ 
fers and proposals from op¬ 
erators, and is very willing to 
explore ways of working with 
them.” 

The town council has put 
together a group made up of 
Cllrs Andy Drummond, John 
Morrey and Rachel Hood to 
discuss how the idea can be 
progressed.

Health trust 
wins share 
of £100m 


THE NHS Foundation Trust in 
West Suffolk is set to become 
a "centre for global digital 
excellence" after it successfully 
bid for a share of £100 million 
of NHS England funding. 

The news comes after the 
trust was identified as one 
of the country's 26 "most 
digitally advanced" trusts after 
introducing e-Care. 

E-Care is an electronic 
patient record system and, 
with new funding, it is hoped 
the system can be developed 
and integrated with those used 
by CPs, other hospitals and 
care providers, as well as social 
services. There are also plans 
to develop a portal so patients 
can access their records, 
including viewing results and 
communicate with their doctor. 

The trust could be awarded 
up to £10 million in funding. 

West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock has welcomed the 
news. He said: "I warmly 
welcome the funding that 
the West Suffolk NHS Trust 
has received which will help 
to advance the use of digital 
data for healthcare in this 
country. Being able to share 
information between patients, 
hospitals and doctors will 
improve customer satisfaction 
and efficiencies within the 
NHS. This is fantastic news 
for the communities that are 
served by the West Suffolk 
NHS Trust, providing benefits 
to all those involved."

USAF base airport 
ideas are grounded

PART of the RAF Mildenhall site 
could be earmarked for aviation 
when it is handed back by the US Air 
Force - but a commercial airport is 
not a viable option. 

An independent assessment of the 
site suggests the best possible option 
should be a mix of aviation, employ¬ 
ment land and new housing. 

But while many have said they 
want to see an airport on the site, 
it would not be feasible and could 
“only expect to see 600,000 passen¬ 
gers a year”. 

However, Cushman and Wakefield, 
which did the assessment and pro¬ 
spectus, says 200 acres of the 1,087 
acre-site should be protected for avi¬ 
ation uses such as maintenance and 
repair or for modifications and cargo 
conversions. 

A five week consultation was 
launched on the site last week. 

Cllr James Waters, leader of For¬ 
est Heath District Council, said: 


“We have been clear from the start 
- the base closure is not the end for 
Mildenhall, but a new beginning. 

“We have a once-in-a-lifetime 
chance to work with our communi¬ 
ties, our local businesses, includ¬ 
ing the Chamber of Commerce, the 
LEPs, the county council, the MoD 
and the government to secure a pos¬ 
itive legacy for Mildenhall. 

“The money spent today will bring 
an economic return for generations 
to come.” 

The Ministry of Defence, which 
owns RAF Mildenhall, has said that 
at least part of the airbase will be 
released for housing development 
when the USAF leaves. 

The entire site may be released 
but the MoD is deciding if some ele¬ 
ments should be retained for British 
military use. 

More detail on the USAF’s with¬ 
drawal, scheduled for 2023, and 
future MoD plans are expected by 
2018. 

The district council is arguing that 
any future use needs to meet local 


needs - not just selling off land for 
housing. 

Cllr Waters said: “Our vision is long 
term and is on behalf of our commu¬ 
nities. The prospectus is our ambi¬ 
tion for the site and beyond. 

“It is not a master plan for the site 
but is designed to show how new in¬ 
dustry and new jobs at Mildenhall 
can be delivered, and to inhuence 
the government as they consider its 
future use.” 

Two drop-in sessions will take 
place for comments on the vision for 
RAF Mildenhall. They are between 
4pm and 8pm on September 29 at 
the FHDC offices in College Heath 
Road, and between 4pm and 8pm 
on October 5 at the Jubilee Centre in 
Mildenhall. Take part in the public 
consultation by going to westsuffolk.

Weight increase 
is not enough 

FOLLOWING my letter (printed in 
Newmarket News on September 7), 
I'd like to correct myself in saying 
that the Jockey Club charge £120 
per horse per month for use of their 
heath. The correct amount they 
charge is £115.20 plus VAT. 

In 201 3 the UK racing industry 
raised the jockey's minimum 
weight by 2lb, making it 8st. This 
is extremely poor in comparison to 
other countries. In America they 
trialled a new weight of 8st 6lb 
(118lb), Australia's new weight is 
8st 7lb (121 lb) and Ireland's weight 
is 8st4lb (11 7lb). The Jockey Club 
says that the UK leads the way for 
horseracing, so why has it not led 
the way for weight increases? When 
will the UK allow a similar weight 
increase for its riders ? 

In 2013 the Jockey Club's turnover 
increased by £16.6 million (to 
£166.9 million). Did the Jockey 
Club's contribution to charity also 
increase to reflect their profit? 

The Jockey Club earn their money 
from the whole community. Every 
time someone buys a ticket to go to 
the races, they are contributing to 
the Jockey Club's pocket. When did 
the Jockey Club last give back to the 
whole community?

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PLANNING 


Scheme for 126 
homes approved 


PLANS to build more than 
100 new homes in Soham 
have been given the green 
light. 

It was in December last 
year that Hopkins Homes 
Ltd applied for planning 
permission to develop a 
4.8 hectare site west of the 
Cherry Tree pub, in Cher- 
rytree Lane. 

The plans for 126 homes 
- 38 of which will be ‘afford¬ 
able’ and six of which will 
be self-build plots - were 
approved by East Cambs 
District Council’s planning 
committee last Wednesday. 

The committee heard 
that out of 134 neighbour¬ 
ing properties notified, 
the council received six re¬ 
sponses. 

Concerns were raised 
about an increase in traffic 
in the Cherrytree Lane and 
Fordham Road area, the fact 
that Soham’s schools, GP 
surgery and other services 
are already oversubscribed - 
and the impact the develop¬ 
ment could have on drain-

age. Some residents also 
said the site should be used 
as cemetery land. 

But Barbara Greengrass, 
the planning officer who 
dealt with the application, 
was recommending approv¬ 
al of the scheme, subject to 
conditions. 

She said: “The application 
is accompanied by a design 
and access statement, trans¬ 
port assessment, ecology 
survey, geotechnical survey, 
landscape and visual impact 
assessment, sustainability 
statement, tree survey and 
flood risk assessment. 

“New areas of public 
open space are proposed 
throughout the develop¬ 
ment, along with an area 
reserved for an extension to 
the existing cemetery to the 
north. 

“The benefits of the de¬ 
velopment are the contribu¬ 


tion it would make in terms 
of housing supply, as well 
as the economic benefits of 
construction and additional 
population to support local 
businesses, the provision 
of affordable housing and 
land for an extension to the 
cemetery. These weigh sig¬ 
nificantly in favour of the 
proposal.” 

The development will be 
a mix of one-bedroom, two- 
bedroom, three-bedroom 
and four-bedroom proper¬ 
ties. 

A new vehicle and pedes¬ 
trian access to the site will 
be created from Fordham 
Road to the east, providing 
linkages into the town cen¬ 
tre and to the Regal Lane 
area. 

New pedestrian and 
emergency vehicular access 
routes will also be created 
onto Cherrytree Lane to the 
south.

Old chapel put 
up for auction

FANCY living in a chapel dating back to the 
1800s? 

You’re in luck - Exning’s Methodist Chapel 
is going up for auction. 

Pews have now been moved aside in the 
hopes that it can be transformed into a 
three-bedroom home. 

The front of the chapel was thought to be 
first erected in 1834 before it was enlarged in 
1887. Further extensions were carried out in 
1889 and 1939. 

The building has been unused since early 
2014 and attempts to market it for use in 
business or leisure have proved unsucessful. 

Since then, Cheffins has applied for plan¬ 
ning permission to turn it into a three-bed 
house. In a statement, Cheffins said: “Al¬ 
though the front, earliest element of the 
chapel is in need of renovation, the building 
is of local historic interest and contributes to 
the character of the Exning area. The prop¬ 
erty is no longer viable for its past use given 
the falling congregation and running costs. 
As a result its use as a chapel ceased in 2014 
and it has remained vacant since then.” 

Plans approved would give new owners 
the chance to create a sitting room, kitch¬ 
en/dining room and one bedroom on the 



ground floor, and two beds with en-suites 
on the first floor. 

New owners will also have approval for a 
new two bedroom house and off-road park¬ 
ing next to the chapel. The chapel will go up 
for auction on September 28 at 2pm with a 
guide price of £325,000 to £350,000.

Mum’s fury as children 
have no school to go to

A MUM is furious that two of 
her children are still waiting 
to be allocated a school place¬ 
ment. 

Anna Davies, 35, moved to 
Soham from Northampton¬ 
shire with her partner and her 
four children on August 15. 

Anna, who has recently 
qualified as an early years 
practitioner and who moved 
to the county to set up her 
own childminding business, 
applied to Cambridgeshire 
County Council for school 
places for three of her chil¬ 
dren on August 8. 

Anna’s 11-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, Holly Bates, was offered a 
place at Ely College, as there 
were not enough places at So¬ 
ham Village College, and she 
started last week. 

But her 13-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, Willow Bates, and 6-year- 
old son. Rowan Hornsby, are

Anna says the council has 
told her that there are cur¬ 
rently 114 children in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire without a school 
place. 

She said: “We’re appalled by 
the way we’re being treated. 
When we moved to North¬ 
amptonshire all of my chil¬ 
dren had school places allo¬ 
cated to them within a week. 

“1 applied to Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council on August 
8 and still two of my three 
school-age children don’t 
have a school to go to. 

“To describe it as stressful 
is an understatement. We’re 
constantly hitting our heads 
against a brick wall and not 
getting anywhere with the 
council. 

“I’m starting to regret mov¬ 
ing to Cambridgeshire but the 
reason we moved here was 
so that we could have a big¬ 
ger house for me to start my 
childminding business.” 

A council spokesman said 
Anna was made aware that 
her children might not re¬ 
ceive school placements un¬ 


til September 19 because the 
authority did not receive her 
application until August 8. 

He said: “We aim to process 
in-year applications within 10 
school days. However, during 
peak periods, if an application 
is submitted over the summer 
or in September, for a Sep¬ 
tember start, it may take up to 
20 school days to process. The 
reason for this is that the ma¬ 
jority of schools are closed in 
the summer and staff will not 
be accessing emails. 

“Furthermore, the schools 
Miss Davies expressed a pref¬ 
erence for are academies and 
are therefore their own ad¬ 
mission authority. This means 
that in the majority of cases, 
the admissions team can¬ 
not offer places without first 
consulting with the school in 
question. 

“It is not the case that there 
are 114 children without 
school places. Some will be 
without a place because they 
are new applications, but 
most already have a place and 
are simply requesting a move 
to another school.”

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Nursery rhyme 
a modern day 


Richard Gould - aka RJ Gould 
- is the author of romance novels 
The Engagement Party and A 
Street Cafe Named Desire. To 
mark the launch of his new book, 
Jack and Jill Went Downhill, the 
Cambridge novelist reveals how 
he tackles the writing process. 

I WRITE romance, which makes me unusual 
because I'm a male and the genre is dominated 
by female writers - and, for that matter, 
female readers. 

When I started writing novels 10 or so years ago, 

I didn't set out to fit into any particular category; 
it was a case of being placed under 'romance' by 
my publisher. I can understand why - I love writing 
about people, relationships form an important 
part of people's lives, and I suppose a relationship 
constitutes romance. 

Although plot is essential, for me the starting point 
is always character. There's a wealth of raw material 
out there. Consider your own character - the 
complexity, with mood swings and a mix of rational 
and irrational behaviour. And when you think of the 
person closest to you, a near relative or your best 
friend, despite a feeling that you're on the same 
wavelength, they are of course entirely different to 
you. When plotting a story, there are seven billion 
people to choose from, with each person providing 
countless possibilities to explore. 

When I begin a new novel, I know the start and 
end points and some mid-story anchors, but then 
it's up to the characters to flourish and drive the plot 
forward. Usually my starting point is a real-life event, 
sparking ideas that set me off on a fictitious journey 
with fictitious characters. 

Jack and Jill Went Downhill was different, there 
was no real-world trigger and I began with no more 
than a title. Not surprisingly, it's based on the nursery 
rhyme, which takes us back hundreds of years to a 
time when Jack was the most common boy's name 






and Jill represented a sweetheart. In Shakespeare's 
A Midsummer Night's Dream "Jack shall have Jill; 
Nought shall go ill," but in the nursery rhyme, of 
course, things do go badly wrong as Jack falls down 
and Jill comes tumbling after. I thought a 21 st 
century version of the nursery rhyme would be a 
perfect basis for a grown-up plot. 

I'd been writing short stories for a long time before 
turning to my first novel. This, quite simply, was 
because a main protagonist had so much more to 
relate than could be conveyed in Just a few thousand 
words. Around that time, I enrolled on some creative 
writing courses. They were worthwhile though 
didn't instruct me how to write. Instead they offered 
a menu of approaches, leaving it to me to decide 
which best suited. 

It goes without saying that writing a novel is a 
bigger undertaking than writing a short story. It can 
be a lonely activity, filled with apprehension and 
perhaps self-doubt about flow of plot, authenticity 
of characters and quality of language. I see editing 
as part of the writing process rather than the 
unpleasant thing to do at the end. I enjoy that part 
of it, though being a member of Cambridge Writers 
has been a huge help. I lead a commercial editing 
group and the feedback offered by colleagues is 
of tremendous value. 

My humorous - OK, I concede romantic - 
contemporary fiction is in sharp contrast to my 
academic writing. I work for a Cambridgeshire-based 
educational charity that helps high ability young 
people from low income households to succeed, 
and I've published in a wide range of Journals and 
magazines about this topic. I am a Gemini and 
maybe it's the two types of writing that illustrate 
the split personality!

H arsh times call for

Hell Or High Water cranks up 
tension with deceptive ease 
courtesy of a lean script by Taylor 
Sheridan, who had us biting our 
nails down to the cuticles last year 
with the Oscar-nominated action 
thriller Sicario. 

Sheridan should expect similar 
plaudits for his exemplary work here, 
underpinning a familiar morality 
tale of world-weary cops and 
robbers with a touching portrait of 
brotherly love in dire straits. 

Northumberland-born director 
Mackenzie, who made the extraor¬ 
dinary prison drama Starred Up, 
skilfully orchestrates propulsive 
action sequences and scenes of 
aching introspection. 

He immerses us in the daily 
sweat-soaked grind of richly drawn 
characters, who believe their only

course of action is to don ski masks 
and strike back at financial 
institutions, which have crippled 
friends and neighbours. 

These men might flout the law 
and occasionally spill innocent 
blood, but Sheridan's script 
repeatedly emphasizes the rigorous 
moral code that the thieves follow 
on behalf of the disadvantaged 
people they love. 

Toby Howard (Chris Pine) is 
determined to save his family's 
Texas ranch from foreclosure by 
robbing banks with his fiery-tem¬ 
pered brother.

THE family that hunts and disembowels together, 
stays together. So says writer-director Matt Ross's 
heartfelt and moving road movie that goes back to 
nature to rediscover a bucolic time before television, 
smart phones and social media. 

Captain Fantastic is a bittersweet meditation on the 
perils of modem parenting, anchored by a tour-de-force 
lead performance from Viggo 
Mortensen as a father, whose 
unconventional methods of 
nurturing his offspring might 
be considered abuse by others. 

His children hone their 
survival skills and are blessed 
with made-up Christian 
names so they are unique in a 
world of conformity. 

On the surface, the family's 
makeshift camp in the forests 
of the Pacific Northwest looks like paradise, but 
fissures appear when two of the boys clash with their 
old man about the harsh consequences of living in 
seclusion. This tussle between idealism and reality 
provides Ross's picture with its narrative thrust and 
outpourings of emotion. Ben Cash (Mortensen) and 
his wife Leslie (Trin Miller) raise their six-strong 
brood in isolation so the children won't be tainted by 
capitalism or religion. 

Alas, Leslie has bipolar disorder and she eventually 
takes her own life while being treated at a hospital. 
Ben wants to take the children to the funeral, but 
Leslie's father Jack (Frank Langella) bans him. 

"Grandpa can't oppress us,” argues Zaja and the 
family boards their ramshackle bus and head to New 
Mexico. 

Captain Fantastic lives up to its title, compelling us 
to care deeply about the characters as they search for 
peace in a world of conflict. Mortensen's magnificent 
portrayal of a patriarch who worries he might be 
ruining his children's lives, is matched by mesmeris¬ 
ing performances from his young co-stars.

W E have become accustomed to 
the style and refinement of the 
Optima saloon and more recently 
the Optima Sportswagon estate, but now 
Kia has introduced the Optima PHEV (Plug¬ 
in Hybrid Electric Vehicle). 

Priced from £31,495 which includes the 
Government's £2,500 plug-in car grant, the 
latest model can achieve up to 33 miles of 
all-electric driving, boasts fuel economy up 
to 176.6mpg and has carbon emissions of 
just 37g/I<m. 

And for business drivers those figures 
equate to just seven per cent benefit-in¬ 
kind tax in 2016-1 7. 

The Optima PHEV cleverly combines 
a 154bhp 2.0-litre petrol engine with a 
50kW (67bhp) electric motor and when 
they work in tandem they can generate 
202bhp and 375Nm of grunt. 

The batteries are neatly integrated 
behind the rear seat and in the spare wheel 
well which, along with a 15-litre reduction 
in the car's fuel tank capacity, means the 
Optima PHEV still boasts a generous boot 
size of 307 litres - the standard Optima 
offers 510 litres. 

The car looks elegant and dynamic from 
any angle thanks to 17-inch alloys, LED 
daytime running lights and headlights, 
plus a package of aerodynamic and styling 
changes that help distinguish it from the 
standard saloon. These include an all-new 
active air flap grille which automatically 
closes when the engine cooling 
requirements are at their lowest so allowing 
air to pass more efficiently around the car.

The car also boasts a remarkable Heating 
Ventilation Air Conditioning system, first 
seen in the Kia Soul EV, which allows only 
the driver's side of the car to be cooled 
when the other seats are unoccupied. 

The Optima PHEV can sprint to 60mph 
from a standing start in 9.1 seconds, tops 
out at 121 mph and features the economy 
figures mentioned above. It can achieve 
up to 33 miles of pure electric driving and 
that's at speeds up to 75mph. 

Add in the comprehensive list of safety 
specifications and the latest arrival to the 
ever-growing Optima line-up is a very 
welcome addition that will certainly tick all 
the right boxes when it comes to business 
cars.

The new Discovery 
is so Evoque-ative! 



L and Rover has released the first 
images of the new Discovery 
ahead of the seven-seat 4x4's 
premiere at the Paris Motor Show 
later this month. 

The initial shots only show the 
front of the car, but hint at bodywork 
inspired by the existing Range Rover 
Sport and the smaller Discovery Sport, 
itself an evolution of the Range Rover 
Evoque design language. 

The previously vertical front seems 
to have been rounded off, while the 
rille has become thinner and the 
eadlights narrower, a la Evoque. 
Lower down, there's a wide, muscular 
set of wheel arches and a pronounced 
bumper. 

Vertical air intakes sit ahead of the 
front wheels and the wide lower grille 
is protected by a large front skid plate. 

It is thought that the rest of the car 
continues to take aspects of its styling 
from the Discovery's stablemates, 
although the signature 'step' in the 
old Discovery's roofline is expected to 
remain, along with the asymmetrical 
split tailgate. 

Land Rover has not confirmed any 
details of the 201 7 Discovery, but the 


company has said that the vehicle will 
be "created with absolute versatility, 
capability and technology like no 
other". 

Jaguar Land Rover's much- 
improved InControl touchscreen 
infotainment system seems likely 
to feature, along with several 
convenience and off-road-centric 
apps. 

Power is expected to come 
predominantly from the same 3.0-litre 


V6 diesel engine found in the existing 
Discovery and Range Rover Sport, 
although a 2.0-litre diesel may power 
entry-level models. 

Gerry McGovern, Land Rover's 
chief design officer, said: "New 
Discovery redefines the large SUV. 
Land Rover's design and engineering 
teams have revolutionised the 
Discovery DNA to create a highly 
desirable, extremely versatile and 
hugely capable premium SUV."

The four-year-old, winner 
of the Jockey Club Stakes 
earlier this season, is currently 
favourite for the Caulfield Cup 
and has been bought to run in 
that before going for glory at 
Flemington, for which he has 
been allocated a weight of 55kg 
(8st 91b). 

He has been purchased by 
a syndicate with the aim of 
competing in Asia and Dubai in 
the future and the same owner 
has also agreed a deal to send 
three mares to be covered by 
Frankel. 

Melbourne businessman 
Ozzie Kheir, a member of 
the syndicate, said: "The 
team has worked hard to get 
this deal done and grow that 
relationship with Juddmonte. 

"I am so excited to have a 
horse like Exosphere as well 
as the three mares in foal to 
Frankel, one of the all time 
greats. 

"The idea was to buy a 
horse to win the Caulfield and 
Melbourne Cup, and then train 
on to run at the Hong Kong 


International meeting and 
hopefully earn an invitation to 
the Japan Cup. We bought him 
to run in the best races around 
the world. 

"He's had excuses in three 


runs since that (Newmarket) 
win, but his times say that 
he's a high class horse. We left 
no stone unturned to make 
sure he was a prospect worth 
buying." 


He will be trained by Lee and 
Anthony Freedman but as an 
Australian horse of the same 
name has only recently retired. 
Exosphere will need to be 
renamed.
